THE BUZZING LOCUSTS 

The Increasing Signs of Mental and 
Physical Decadence

A despatch from Chicago says 
Rev. Frank Do Witt Talmage preach¬ 
ed from the following text :—Ec¬ 
clesiastes xii., 5, “The grasshopper 
shall be a burden." 

A unique text, capable of many 
different interpretations. Some sup¬ 
pose the Solomonic “burden" of the 
grasshopper, or, more strictly speak¬ 
ing, of the eastern locust, refers to 
the nagging pains of the chronic 
dyspeptic. The locusts, properly 
cooke^l, were edible. They con¬ 
stituted one of the most delicate of 
foods. They were often served to in¬ 
valids and to those whoso weak 
stomachs were unable to assimilate 
any other kind of diet. Thus some 
commentators assert that the figure 
of the text is that of an old man 
contorted with pain because his di¬ 
gestive organs have given out. The 
dinner of locusts which he has eaten 
instead of being transformed into 
blood nnd bone and nerve and mus¬ 
cle is lying like a lump of loud with¬ 
in him. Others assert thut the text 
is the figure of an aged man whose 
emaciated body, with its shrivelled 
limbs and curved buck bone, has 
taken upon itself the form of a lean 
grasshopper. Titus Tithonus in his 
old ago was supposed to have been 
changed into this chirping insect 
because the (3reck gods who had 
promised him immortality upon 
earth had refused to endow him with 
eternal youth. 

But, though many interpretations 
are offered to explain the meaning of 
my text, there is one simple inter¬ 
pretation which, I believe, will u]>- 
poul to the common sense of all. 
Solomon used the figure of the chirp¬ 
ing grasshopper to illustrate the fact 
that if we do not have the grace of 
Cod in our hearts there will come a 
time when the little annoyances of 
life will tease and tuntulir# and 
trouble us, even as the buzzing of an 
insect can destroy the slumbers of a 
sleeping invulid or as the slamming 
of a door makes a nervously pros¬ 
trated patient start up in fright und 
bedews his cold forehead with dum¬ 
my sweat. The wisest of all men 
seems tq, say to you and me, "The 
religion of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is just as essential for the little 
troubles us for the big, for the in- 
sectile trials as for the mountainous 
affliction." The purpose of this ser¬ 
mon is to discuss some of the lit¬ 
tle annoyances of life nnd to stato 
how, by the grace of Cod, wc may 
coinbat them. 1 want to present 
this theme to those whose physical 
and mental frames ha\c been pre¬ 
maturely weakened by the strenuous, 
hard-working lives they have been 
compelled to load, as well as to 
those whose once {strong bodies are 
bordering upon norvous collapse on 
account of the natural 

APPROACH OF OLD A-GE. 

The kitchen and bedroom and nurs¬ 
ery and parlor of the average home 
reveal many of the so-call. d petty 
annoyances whkh cun render morbid 
and unhappy the minds and hearts 
of Uni inmates, especially of the 
wives and mothers, it is the an¬ 
noyance of trying to build a lire 
early in the morning. when the 
damper will not work, that exempli¬ 
fies how the grasshopper may become 
a burden, it is the trouble of get¬ 
ting the children of * to school at the 
right time, when ihe tired mother 
finds that her boy bus worn a hole 


ploye» alike, we all need the grace 
of God in our hearts to overcome 
the little annoyances as well as the 
big trials of life. 

Many unjust and contemptible cri¬ 
ticisms which are daily made against 
us and our work can bo aptly class¬ 
ed as among the insectilo armies of 
tho multitudinous locusts. A good, 
honest, vehement, healthy criticism 
ought to bo spiritually helpful to 
tho average man. It ought to act 
upon tho ambitious mind and tho 
spirit in the sume way that a vig¬ 
orous massage starts the sluggish 
blood to course through tho arteries 
and veins of our invalid body. It is 
when an army is invuding a foreign 
land that tho commanding general is 
most careful about his scouts and 
sentries and countersigns and pow¬ 
der and bullets and guns and com¬ 
missary supplies. Jt in when a man 
feels that he is completely surround¬ 
ed by rivals and by honest critics 
who do not believe in the way he is 
doing that he puts forth his best 
energies and lives up to 

HIS HIGHEST STANDARD. 

But there is a Christian as well 
as an un-Christlan way of meeting 
the criticisms of rivals and of those 
who are jealous of our successes. 
One way is to do as Plato, tho great 
disciple of Socrates, did when ho 
was told that even tho boys in tho 
streets were laughing at his sing¬ 
ing. lie answered, *<Then I must 
learn to sing better, so that they 
will not laugh." The other way is 
to do ns Alexander Pope, tho vain 
and supersons!tivc poet of England, 
used to do. Instead of going ahead 
and doing the work that God gave 
him to do, and on account of his 
enemies' criticisms doing it better 
and better ail tho time, he wasted 
most o his time in bickerings and 
backbiting and in trying to destroy 
tho reputations of those who were 
attacking him. The one way is to 
do ns D. L. Moody did. He made it 
tho rule of Ilia life to never indivi¬ 
dually attack a person who had at¬ 
tacked him. Tho moro Mr. Moody 
was personally assailed und misrep¬ 
resented the more he would go to 
God in prayer and ask tho Divine 
Father to make his life so pure and 
true that there might not remain in 
his heart any cause for the chargo 
which his enemies were making. Tho 
other way is to do ns innny others 
are doing. When a neighbor or a 
critic makes any derogatory state¬ 
ment about us and our work, wo 
prove that we are not falsely con¬ 
demned in all particulars, that at 
least wo have the fault of retalia¬ 
tion, because wc go hunting for tho 
faults in our neighbor’s lives instead 
of trying, with divine help, to cor¬ 
rect tho evils in our own. 

r l>us, my brother, I want you, by 
the/grace of God. to rise higher and 
higher in tho spiritual life until at 
last you are at an altitude above 
and out of ear-shot of the buzzing 
sound of tho locusts of fault finding 
enemies. 1 want you to rise so 
high in tho spiritual life that you 
will not care what people may say 
or thirik about you nnd yours ns 
long as you can bring these people 
to love and live for Christ. Hu¬ 
manly speaking, it is awfully hard 
to bear ihc petty annoyances of 
your neigltbors. criticising you nnd 
saying mean things about your wife 
and children, it is hard from a hu¬ 
man standpoint to refrain from 
flinging a stone at. the locusts of 
evii naggings which are buzzing 
about you and your loved ones.

OT STAND UPRIGHT. 

"Astasia" is a nervous affection 
the peculiar feature of which is tho 
fact that a person suffering from it 
cannot stand upright. If he tries, 
ho will be obliged to hop and jump 
whenever his feet touch tho ground. 
In a word, his actions are precisely 
those of a person who might be re¬ 
quired to stand upright on a floor 
composed of rod-hot coal. Fortun¬ 
ately there arc not many cases of 
this malady on record. Akathisia is 
the exact opposite of astasia, since 
a person suffering from it cannot re¬ 
main seated. Tho moment ho seats 
himself in a chair he is obliged to 
start up again. Dr. Haskovic, of 
.Prague, has been studying this di¬ 
sease, and tolls of two notable cases. 
The first was that of a man forty 
years old, who was frequently at¬ 
tacked with hysteria. Whenever lie 
sut down ho sprang up again, and 
up and down in this manner ho went, 
several times until he succeeded in 
getting away from the chair. In tho 
second case, which was that of a 
man fifty-four years old, the patient 
was sometimes able to remain seat¬ 
ed for a while, but tho fit invariably 
seized him sooner or later and forc¬ 
ed him to spring away from the 
chair. A person afflicted with aka- 
thisia can walk easily, but cannot 
sit, whereas a person suffering from 
astasia cannot stand upright, und 
cannot walk in tho ordinary manner, 
owing to tho contraction of his 
lower limbs.

FROM COAL BACK TO WOOD. 

Recent discussion of the future ex¬ 
haustion of the coal supply leads 
Mr. D. E. Hutchins, one of the Gov¬ 
ernment forest officers of Cape Col¬ 
ony to advocate the plan of cultivat¬ 
ing forest timber for fuel. In Capo 
Town to-day, ho says, it is cheaper 
to plant a forest of quick-growing 
trees for fuel than to import coal. 
The eucalyptus is an excellent wood 
for this purpose. Experiment has 
shown that, whon planted on tropi¬ 
cal mountains, it will produce fuel 
at the rate of 20 tons per year for 
each acre. But Mr. Hutchins thinks 
it would be possible to find some 
plant which, in sunny latitudes, with 
plenty of rainfall, would produco 
twice as much fuel as that. This, 
he calculates, would give the world 
the equivalent of at least 30 times 
its present consumption of coal.

ADULTERATION OF MOD 

CHEMIST SAYS IT WILL NEV¬ 
ER BE STAMPED OUT. 

Tests Which Can Be Applied by 

Anybody to Some of tne 
Foods. 

You will hear F©°P le »ay that the 
adulteration of food is Practically 
stamped out, said a chemist to a 
writer 1 recontly. it will never be 
stamped out until- every housekeeper 
has sufficient knowledge of chemistry 
to analyze the foods she buys, and 
sufficient public spirit to put the 
law on the heels of the tradespeople 
who sell her impure stuffs. 

Tho average person has no iaea 
how seriously such articles as tea. 
butter, coffee, sugar, and cocoa are 
adulterated, because they 
know how to test tho things they 
buy, and to have them properly ex¬ 
amined by a chemist is out of the 
question. But there are some tests 
which can be applied by anyone to 
some of the foods most commonly 
adulterated. 

Take coffee, for instance. Any 
child can prove whether coffee Is pure 
or the usual cheap admixture of 
coffee and chicory. Take a spoonful 
of coffee which you have ground 
from tho real bean itself, put it in 
a cu-p, and pour some cold water on 
it. It will scarcely tint the water. 
Four tho same quantity of water 
on the same quantity of couee 
bought ready ground, and if there is 
any chicory in tho stuff the 
will immediately take a decided 
brown color. Sometimes the stuff 
sold as coffee is four-fifths chicory, 
and not worth half the price charg¬ 
ed for it. 

THEN THERE IS COCOA. 

The host cocoa is the one that i» 
freest from starch. Many cheap and 
nasty cocoas consist of inferior 
starch with a dash of cocoa, and 
are more lit for laundry work than 
to overrun the delicate couts of the 
stomach. Cocoa is a fine thing, 
stimulating und nourishing; starch 
simply clogs tho digestive organs. 
Tho proof of tho cocoa is not In tho 
drinking, but In the sediment re¬ 
maining In tho cup. 

To test cocoa pour a couplo of 
ounces of boiling water over a tea- 
spoonful of tho stuff and lot it cool. 
If It is good, pure cocoa, you will 
find tho sodimont thlcklsh, but a 
powdery liquid. If , it is hca\ily 
loaded with starch, however, you 
will discover a thick, gluey com¬ 
pound, unmistakably starchy, at 
tho bottom of tho cup. Dip a small 
piece of linen into this mess, then 
iron it out, and any doubts you 
may possibly have had will at once 
bo dispelled. 

There is a deal of faking with 
sugars, most sugur particularly got- 
ting a lot of attention of tho kind 
because it is easily treated. Sugar 
and sand are, us all tho w’orld 
knows, often forced into an offensive 
alliance. To detect sand in sugar 
is the easiest thing in the world. 
Pour a little water on a quantity of 
the sugar, let it dissolve and quite 
settle, and the sediment at the bot¬ 
tom of the vessel is sand—sand,

He attained 83 degrees 20 minutes

- -rty returned to their ship, one 
man dying on the route, while elev¬ 
en others' of the original eighteen 
were carried to the vessel on sledges 
Buffering from scurvy. 

When Peary set out over the ice of 
that same part of the polar sea last 
spring, he had with him the negro 
Hensen, four Esquimau dog drivers 
and six sledges and dog teams. Af¬ 
ter six inarches, two of the natives 
were sent back and Peary went on 
'with three men. Before the ice sur¬ 
face had become simply impassable 
he went on to the parallel of 84 de¬ 
grees 17 minutes, sixty-five and a 
half statute miles further north than 
Mnrkham: and he made the trip from 
Grant Land and back again in twen.- 
y -nine days, while the English were 
thirty-two days on the journey 
north before their retreat began. 
Markham's party would all have 
perished had not the steamer Alert 
sent out a relief expedition, but 
Peary with his men returned in good 
condition. 


re has not yet developed a bird 
'that can feed on petroleum, and pe- 
troleum^carries much more energy in 
proportion to its weight than any 
food on which it is possible for a 
bird to feed. Petroleum motors 
have already been developed which 
are sufficiently light to propel ^ina- 
chines which fly after the manner of 
a bird, and we shall fly whenever we 
ascertain how this power may be 
advantageously employed.

The thousands of miles he has trav¬ 
eled with dog sledges and one or 
two men evoked from Sir Clements 
Markham, president of the Royal 
Geographical Society, the opinion 
of Arc- 
las out¬ 
lined nearly all the unknown coasts 
of Greenland, which he proved two 
years ago to be an island. The vast 
amount of data he has collected for 
the correct delineation on the maps 
of many hundreds of miles of coast 
iincs with their deep indentations 
and the physical features of innor 
Greenland and Grinnell Land would 
make a number of explorers famous.

APPLE CROP HAS IMPROVED. 

Dealers Say the Results Are Ex¬ 
ceeding Estimate. 

A despatch from Toronto says: 
Apple buyers say that the crop 
throughout the province is turning 
out much better than it promised 
earlier in the season. Not only is it 
larger, but the quality of the fruit 
has improved, the fungus noticeable 
in the early autumn has pretty gen¬ 
erally disappeared, and the apples 
have filled out well, without serious 
blemish. The crop is pretty well 
distributed. Satisfactory reports 
arc to be had from almost every sec¬ 
tion, and the dealers say that it 
now looks as if three times as many 
apples will be packed this year. The 
price, however, is not so high, rang¬ 
ing from 50 cents to a dollar a 
barrel to the farmer, according to 
quality and kind. The dealers who 
bought by the orchard have no rea¬ 
son to complain, as the crop ex¬ 
ceeds the early estimate. On the 
other hand, those who are buying by 
the barrel have no culls to handle 
and no risk to run from heavy 
winds.

7n an article on the development 
► of the air ship in The Nineteenth 
Century Mr. John M. Bacon gives 
some interesting facts regarding the 
experiments already conducted by 
Sir Hiram Maxim. More interest¬ 
ing than the experiments themselves, 
however, arc the views and beliefs of 
Sir II. Maxim regarding the possible 
development of the aeroplane type of 
flying machine. which Is the only 
type that will ever successfully navi- 
pate the air. It is frankly admit¬ 
ted that the true mode of a bird’s 
eoaring flight still remains a mys¬ 
tery. But it is only in the direc¬ 
tion of simulating the flight of a 
third that the problem of navigating 
the air will ever be solved. 

^ Since the remarkable experiments 
of Professor Langley with this type 
of flying machine the petroleum en¬ 
gine has been introduced; a fact that 
opens up great possibilities for the 
* flying machine. In view of these 
possibilities Sir Hiram Maxim says:

DEFICIT ABOUT ?25,0C0. 

Alleged Shortage of Ontario's 
Treasury Solicitor. 

A despatch from Toronto says: 
The alleged deficit of Mr. Alfred Mc- 
Dougoll, solicitor of the Treasury 
of Ontario, in connection with the 
collection of succession dues, will, it 
is estimated, not exceed $25,000. It 
appears that the Government has 
been secretly Investigating Mr. Mc- 
Dougall's affairs since the early part 
of July. According to the state¬ 
ments of prominent officials who 
have interested themselves in the 
matter, the alleged defalcations have 
extended over Mr. McDougall's en¬ 
tire term as supervisor of the de¬ 
partment. The Succession Duties 
Act came into force on July 
1st, 1892, and on that date Mr. 
McDougall took hold of their col¬ 
lection. No charge is made against 
him in connection with any of the 
large estates from which the Gov¬ 
ernment has obtained large revenues, 
but it is alleged that cheques from 
comparatively small estates which 
would escape public notice were, in 
cases where they were made out to 
Mr. McDougall personally, never 
handed to the Treasurer, and the 
liability of such estates never re¬ 
corded.

METHOD OF DISCOVERY. 

The method of discovery being pur¬ 
sued is that of obtaining reports 
from the Surrogate clerks of the pro¬ 
vince of all estates liable for dues 
on which wills have been probated 
since July 1st, 1892. By com¬ 
parison with the books of the de¬ 
partment it will be ascertained what 
cheques, if any, Mr. McDougall has 
failed to hand to the Treasurer. Mr. 
McDougall's salary was $2,500 per 
annum, and it is alleged that his 
yearly defalcations in connection 
with the minor estates will average 
about the same amount. The rea¬ 
son for putting a private detective 
on his track was that not long ago 
he paid a brief visit to the United 
States. The Government feared at 
the time he might stay there, and 
on his return decided to place a de¬ 
tective to follow him, with powers 
, to arrest, him if he again left To¬ 
ronto. Mr. McDougall, did not, 
however, by his actions justify these 
suspicions. Mr. McDougall's bonds 
call for $5,000: the balance of his 
alleged defalcations it is hoped his 
friends will be able to restore. Fail¬ 
ing this, the Government intends to 
institute criminal proceedings.

STOP THE LEAKS 

In order to pay, farming should be 
conducted in the same way as other 
business enterprises. A suitable re¬ 
turn should bo received, not only for 
the money invested in the land, stock 
and implements, hut also for the labor 
and cares of management. Every 
farmer should, by a simple system of 
book-keeping, keep a caieful check on 
his receipts and expenditures, so as to 
know exactly which of his farming 
operations are yielding him a profit, 
which are conducted at a loss, and 
which are causing him merely to 
“mark time.” A little dguring of this 
sort may reveal to him a number of 
little leaks which almost imperceptibly 
drain away the profits that should 
reward his labour. In these days of 
fierce competition it is only by keeping 
down the cost of production and pre¬ 
venting all waste that farming can he 
made successful. Some sources of loss 
are here given which will readily 
suggest others. 

Lack of System. One of the chief 
leaks on many farms is the loss of 
time and energy because ti.e manage¬ 
ment is not 'carried out on any defi¬ 
nite system. A study of any old aud 
successful husiuess will show that 
success has been largely due to a 
methodical and systematic way of 
doing things. System may ba carried 
too far so as to become meroiy mechan¬ 
ical, but as a general proposition it 
may be said that after a well defined 
plan of action has been determined on 
it should lie rigidly carried out. As 
mure knowledge is gained, or new 
ideas acquired, it will he necessary to 
make changes in the routine, but no 
change should he made without due 
deliberation. All work should be 
carefully planned in advance and all 
rouls and implements gotten ready lo 
that there may be no delay wh n 
operations actually begin. 

Use of Time Tables. All men eni- 
p eyed on the farm should have well- 
defimd duties to perform so that their 
time may be used to the best 
advantage. A good system provides 
for the feeding of stock at regular 
hours each day. When stock are fed 
aud watered at regular hours they 
become accustomed to the regularity 
of feeding, and thrive much better 
than if fed at different hours on each 
suceeding day.

Use of Time Tables. All men em¬ 
ployed on the farm should have weli- 
defintd duties to perform so that their 
time may be used to tho best 
advantage. A good system provides 
for the feeding of stock at regular 
hours each day. When stock are fed 
aud watered at regular hours they 
become accustomed to the regularity 
of feeding, and thrive much better 
than if fed at different hours on each 
suceeding day. 

Care of Implements. — A very com¬ 
mon source of loss is found in the 
neglect of expensive farm implements 
and tools. These are left lying in the 
ri Ids where they have been used, 
subject to all the inclemencies of the 
weather, which are more destructive 
tlibii actual use. Small tools are 
frequently lost, and larger implements 
rust or rot. There should 'be a place 
on every farm where implements may 
» e kept under cover, and none should 
he left outside when not in use. A 
workshop should also be provided in 
connection with the tool-house, so 
that during rainy days or other slack 
periods, implements may bo painted 
ai.vl necessary repairs made. Much 
time is lost by farmers, during busy 
seasons such as seeding, haying and 
hal ves’, because a holt or some other 
small part has been lost, and a trip to 
blacksmith shop or foundry is neces- 
saiy to replace it. This waste of 
valuable time might be prevented by aj 
little forethought or examination of 
tin implement before it was required 
for use. In many cases implements 
are purchased which the farmer could 
will do without. 

Keeping .Uunecessa y Stock. This 
if another frequent cause of loss. If a 
fanner has more hotses than are re¬ 
quired to carry on the work of the 
farm, ho should sell those he does not 
need 1 , if a figure at all reasonable can 
be obtained. The cow which does not 
yield enough milk or butter to pay a 
good profit ou her keep should be dis¬ 
posed of, aud her place filled by 
another,—a few weeks’ use of the 
scales aud Babcock tester will usually 
furnish some surprising remits in this 
diiection. 

Improper feeding of Stock. To se¬ 
cure maximum profits it is necessary 
that stock should be fed intelligently 
for the object in view. Rations should 
bo carefully compounded in order to 
secure a proper proportion of albumi- 
uoiils, aud carbohydrates or as it is 
called, a proper nutritive ratio. 
Auimals should be selected for early 
maturity aud fed so as to be ready for 
market at an early ago. The nearer 
maturity an animal comes, ilio gieater 
becomes the cost of growth. Again 
money is lost by failing to provide 
green crops for feeding during the 
summer droughts incident to this 
country. Horses in many cases aie 
given all the hay they care to eat,— 
a practice not only wasteful, but injur¬ 
ious to the animals as well. 

Wasto of Manure— In the older 
settled portions of Canada the restor¬ 
ation or maintenance of soil fertility 
is already an important question. 
How desirable is it th*n that all the 
manure made on the farm should bo 
saved, and used in the best possible 
condition, without loss from leaching, 
firefanging, etc? 

Inferior Seed— In many cases a 
partial or total failure of a certain 
crop is due to the purchase of a cheap 
or inferior grade ol seed. Such seed is 1 
usually badly mixed with foreign 
seeds, so that the farm becomes over¬ 
run with weeds which not only replace

for lumber or nails will often result in I 
a large saving of feed and increased | 
comfort to the stock during the winter I 
months. Neglect of a leaky roof is 
often responsible for heavy lo-i^es of 
grain or fodder, and in the timbers of 
the buildings ; Many a good frame 
has been mined by' a h<aky roof.

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PATCHES AND DARNS, 

The French patch Is a piece in«rt- 

C i without turning the edges. The 
ole is cut out, the piece fitted in, 
both basted smoothly on stiff paper, 
and the edges are darned together, 
as closely as possible, with the tin¬ 
iest of stitches and finest of silk. 

in darning a rent, place a piece 
under, the threads running the same 
way in both, draw the lips of the 
tear closely together, and run back 
and forth with fine even stitches, 
taking care not to pucker the darn. 
The thread used should match the 
material exactly; use the ravelings 
W they are strong enough. Ordinary 
sewing silk split and waxed is ex¬ 
cellent, the idea being that thread 
which is hard twisted docs not sink 
into the goods and is, therefore, 
more liuble to show. 

When mending gloves let the sew¬ 
ing silk match the color of the kid, 
and oversocun for a rip; for a tear 
button-hole-stitch the edges of the 
rent around closely, once or twice, 
as the size of the hole may require, 
then join the buttonholed edges to¬ 
gether with a single row of those 
button-hole stitches. Kid gloves 
may be putched beautifully by in¬ 
serting a piece of kid und ovorweam- 
ing neatly on the wrong side; this is 
the method practiced by French wo¬ 
men. 

A German woman fills in the hole 
so that it looks like the original 
garment, a tedious process which 
does not pay, except for fine silk 
stockings. The ordinary method 
practiced by our grandmothers is 
good enough for all others; that is, 
v.'.ivjng in a filling, with threads 
across one way and in and out the 
other. When the whole is large use 
a darning egg, and draw the edges 
of the hole—not together but into 
position, with long stitches of white 
hasting cotton; otherwise it will 
atrclrli. Leave a tiny loop nt end 
of each thread, for the stocking will 
stretch while the duruing cotton will 
not: <n filling in do this closely, but 
not heavily. lx*t your work extend 
far enough to form a border to the 
hole which you mend, else the darn 
will pull away from the stocking, 
leaving breaks all around, it. Stock¬ 
ing darning, in these duys of cheap 
hosiery, is a virtue which may be 
carried to excess, hut within limits 
it is both necessary and praisewor¬ 
thy. 

CAULIFLOWER. 

Undoubtedly it will surprise many 
cooks, and cornpeUmt ones at that, 
to learn that there really is no ne- 
ccff'ity for serving cauliflower every 
lime ho lies I with a white sauce. The 
early treatment of cauliflower is al¬ 
ways the saint*, no mutter how it is 
to b<* served. That is. it should be 
wm lied well, allowed to soak for 1ft 
minifies in salted water, with the 
flov. rets down that any insects 
which have chosen to seek refuge in 
it may have opportunity to escape 
and drown. 

A twine Img is the sort of bag in 
which the cauliflower should he cook- 
mi in order that it may assume such 
shape as the cook desires when it 
goes to table. 

If baked cauliflower with cheese Is 
on the menu for dinner, boil it till 
tender, break into r.inriil pieces, put 
a layer on the bottom of a linking 
dish. cover with a white mu eg, 
sprinkle grated I’urmesnn cheese 
over all. then put in another layer 
of cauliflower and so on with cheese 
topping the whole. Hake in a ratil¬ 
er slow oven till brown. 

If it is intended to have mas-hod 


ounce each of clove#, mace and cay¬ 
enne, two ounces each of mustard 
seed, allspice, white pepper and 
horseradish; put the slices of lemon 
into a Jar in layers with mixed 
spices in between; pour over them 
two quarts of white vinegar heated 
to the boiling point; let stand 24 
hours, then squeeze, strain and bot¬ 
tle. 

When an article is washable, grease 
spots may be removed with soap 
and water. Grease spots may gen¬ 
erally be removed by the application 
of a substance that has an affinity 
for grease; the simplest of methods 
for removing grepfte is by absorp¬ 
tion. Powdered chalk or fuller's 
earth mixed to a paste with water 
or turpentine and spread on the 
grease spot will absorb it. This 
should .be allowed to stand for sev¬ 
eral days and the application then 
brushed off. Sometimes a second 
application of paste may be neces¬ 
sary. For dark materials ox-gall is 
sometimes uaed with turpentine and 
fuller's earth. If the ox-gall is de¬ 
colorized it may be used on light 
material. Plotting paper may be 
put under and over the grease spot; 
warm iron should bo placed over the 
top sheet of paper; change the pa¬ 
per until all the grease has been ab¬ 
sorbed. The spot may then be light¬ 
ly sponged with chloroform. Candle 
grease should alwuys be scraped 
from the surface of an article before 
an absorbent or other agent is used. 
When the fabric is very delicate, for 
example, silk or cloth, try dry 
French chalk first. Spread it on the 
defaced spot, cover with blotting pa- 
| per, and if time will not permit its 
J standing 24 hours or more use a 
! warm iron.

scrape out the pulp until a large 
1 cupful is obtained. JPut on tlx? fire 
with one quart sweet milk and boil 
gently Jmlf an hour. Add a piece of 
butter the size of a hickory nut, 
salt and popper to taste. Serve at 
once. 

TO TAKE OUT MILDEW. 

Walt until the stuff is quite dry. 
Cover the spots with buttermilk ami 
salt, or lemon juice and salt, und 
Jay in the sun for several hours. 
Wash out the paste and renew the 
'application and sunning. 

Cyanide of potassium will take 
out ink spots. As it is a deadly 
poison, take care of it.

The forty-eighth report of 
Fosttoaator-Generol shows a satls-jU 
factory business undertaking manag* 
ed by tho nation. The work of the 
department continue* steadily to 
increase, the number of postal pack¬ 
et* carried being 5.2 per cent, more 
than over before. Just on 4,000,- 
000,000 packets of one kind or an^ 
other were sent through the posOtt^ 
last year, making an average of 
04.2 for every man, woman and 
child in tho United Kingdom. 

Each person had last year, on the 
average, 68.0 loiters, 10.7 post¬ 
cards, 18.4 book packets and cir¬ 
culars, 4.1 newspaper*, and 2.1 par¬ 
cels delivered by postmew. 

Tho total 'estimated reveniuvof tho 
Tost Office for tho official yeur end¬ 
ing on March 81. 1002, was L14,- 
405,870, and tho expenditure L10,- 
400,610. Nearly half of tho revenue 
went on salaries and wages, and 
10.88 per cent, or it was paid for^<. 
the conveyance of mails. % 

The profit was £3,009,851, but 
this had to bear part of the lose on 
telegraphic service. For while the 
ordinary postal service yields a 
handsome surplus. the telegraphic 
branch shows a growing deficit. Last 
year this came to £651,806, no V, 
including neurly £300.000 that haeV* 
to bo paid annually as interest on 
stock created for the .purchase of 
telegraphs.

RESULTS WITH SILAGE 

Thrsshtog grain is probably the 
dirtlost and most disagreeable job 
on the farm, and for that reason, if 
for no other, should be got through 
with as little delay as possible* 
There are, however, other advuntn 
a ges to be gained in having tho 
threshing done early, some of which 
are tho prevention of tho ravages of 
mice and other vermin which uro 
apt to damage tho grain in tho 
straw if left too long in tho mow 
or slack; another gain by oarly 
threshing is the advantage of longer 
days early in the fall. An hour add** 
ed to the time of a gang of thresh* 
era moans considerable to tho funn¬ 
er who has to pay the wages. Tho 
straw should be placed under cover 
if possible, and that is generally 
feasible on most maritime province 
farms. It may be some troubfa with 
this year's big crop, but it will pay 
to house it carefully, as good bi ight 
straw is, when properly mixed with 
other goods, riot to be despised as 
feed, and whon used on the funn 
for bedding, us most of it should 
bo, it is in better and more con¬ 
venient shupo in a dry mow, than 
if it Inis to be quarried from a 
frozen stack. Some farmers sell 
their struw. Wo bcllovo that in 
most cases, this is very

It will make tho stock 
mo.c complete and therefore more 
profitable this winter, as well as 
add very materially to the si/.e and 
value of tho manure pile. .Just uften 
threshing when the bins nre full of 
grain, the farmer is sometimes apt' 
to be somewhat prodigal und im¬ 
provident in its use. Tho farm 
team gets a too generous allowance* 
This is wasteful and a mistake, not 
only because too much new oats is 
bad for horses, having a luxutivo 
and weakening e.'Tect on their sys¬ 
tems, but also because it is unwise 
to feed liberally now, with no pro¬ 
per provision for the future. From 
threshing time to threshing time is 
a long period, and if the horses and 
other stock are to receive regular 
rations, the grain must not bo 
wasted. On many farms, tho farm 
stock with regard t () their grain 
feed, are like tho Indians; it is 
either a feast or a famine. Spas¬ 
modic feeding times of full rations, 
followed by periods of scanty faro 
is unprofitable and foolish. Regulate 
tho ratio between your grain crop 
and li\o stock so that the latter 
may receive a steady supply of tho 
former.

Tho fourth 
Said lie was in debt, and saw no 
way out but to raise more pigs. 
Ho did so, und in 1875 ho sold 
enough at $7.50 per hundred pounds 
gross weight, to bring him a chock 
for over $3,200, while tho other 
'three men were trying to buy breed¬ 
ing sows at fifteen cents a pound, 
live weight. An o’d ft lend used to 
tell us It is good time to buy when 
others want to sell, and a good 
time to sell when others.are anxious 
to buy. A good time to plant a

HOW TO KNOW. 

There arc fexv things in the life of 
tho fnriuor which are absolutely 
true, few formulae that cun be re¬ 
lied on in all rase*:. 'J he thing that 
j is found to lie correct and advis¬

He 
needs to have first of all, that 
eager, tireless curiosity and desire 
to know, to have a correct basis of 
knowledge and to be so open-minded 
that ho is willing to surrender any 
preconceived opinion and to change 
hi* practices altogether no matter 
how hallowed they may be by long 
usage and universal cw.^un. This is 
th'j type of the funnci*. which (he 
now order of things and sclent flic 
methods are producing bringing 

to the front. ITe must ha\e wlmt 
the literary critics speak of 
plastic mind, open to nei 
previous, quick to learn, un.\ 
know the truth, immensely i 
<d and absorbed in his work.
